HONOLULU—1 do not propose 
to get lashed up in the statehood

If Hawaii wants statehood, I 
think she rates it. If she doesn't, 
I am not the lad to stuff it down 
her throat. 

Forty-ninth state or no, I think 
that any of the islands I visited 
would make an admirable Site for 
the United Nations, the UN being 
more of a cultural development 
than a police force. Hawaii is at
